(AP)—A 15-year-old girl, taking 
care of six small children, was 
shot to death last night in front 
of one of the chi'dren. 

Detectives said Clarence C. 
Speer Jr., 23, readily admitted 
shooting Caryle Roberta Johnson. 
Speer was arraigned on a first 
dergee murder charge, his pre- 
liminary hearings set for March 
20 and he was held without bond. 

The shooting followed an argu- 
ment over whether the girl should 
accompany Speer to a movie or 
serve as a baby sitter. 

Speer was quot I a saying: 

“I thought I might scare her. 
But I blew my top and pulled the 
trigger. I kept pulling the trigger 
until I heard it click on an empty 
shell. She vas sitting on the 
lounge when I fired and I was 
standing up.” 

The shooting dccurred in the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Speer. Mr. and Mrs. Speer were 
in Kansas City, where one of their 
triplets is seriously ill. Clarence

Restrictions on applications for 
gas heating were lifted today by 
Laclede Gas Co. and new orders 
began pouring in on top of a back- 
log of 12,000 to 14,000 applica- 
tions. A line of applicants had 
formed at the company’s office 
at Eleventh and Olive streets at 
7:30 o’clock this morning. 

Preference will be given in 
filling orders to those whose ap- 
plications were held up last fall 
when restrictions were imposed 
because of start of cold weather. 
The company said the backlog 
would be cleared in a short time. 

The recent coal crisis and an 
increased supply of gas available 
here through an additional pipe- 
line from Louisiana are factors 
leading to a large demand for gas 
for heating purposes. At present, 
more than 52,000 homes in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county have 
this type of heat. 

Prior to last May 1, Laclede 
Gas Co had refused to take ap- 
plications for a two-year period 
because of postwar shortages of 
necessary materials. The restric- 
tions were then lifted until last 
September.

TOWN COVERS RAIL 
TRACKS BUT TRAIN 
MAKES IT THROUGH 


SEVIERVILLE, Tenn., March 15 
(AP)—The locomotive grunted, 
the crew perspired and the little 
Smoky Mountain Railroad hurdled 
a new obstacle to deliver its car- 


go. 
Tired of half the main street— 
the middle half—being taken up 
by tracks of a little-used railroad, 
the townspeople had the street re- 
surfaced for three blocks —rail- 
road tracks and all. 
The Smoky Mountain Railroad, 
bankrupt, 42 years old, and for- 
bidden by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to quit operat- 
ing, found a way, however, to de- 
liver two carloads of potash and 
cement about 1800 feet across this 
town of some 2000 population. It 
took only three hours. 
As the train crew dug away the 
tar pavement, city employes 
poured oil on the tracks in an 
impeding effort, but it back- 
fired. 
“Actually, it helped out,” 
chuckled J. E. Temple, the court- 
appointed operator for the line 
which is in receivership. “The oil 
softened the tar, and we used 
plenty of sand and got through.” 


STEEPLFJACK FALLS 
150 FEET AND LIVES,

OTTAWA, March 15 (UP)—A 
23-year-old steeplejack fell 150 
feet from a Parliament building 
yesterday, struck and killed a fly- 
ing sparrow in his plunge, but 
landed in a deep snowbank and 
survived. 

Robert W. Swartman was re- 
pairing a roof when a rope sup- 
porting his. chair snapped. He 
fell clear of projecting parts of 
the building to the snow covered 
ground. 

The body of the sparrow he 
struck in the plunge was found 
beneath him in the snowdrift.

(AP) — Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson today promised As 
non-Communist countries limi 
assistance in their struggle to ree 
sist “Soviet-Communist imperial 
ism” in the Far East. The ag 
sistance would cover military, fis 
nancial and technical aid. i 

The limitations Acheson spect- 
fied are that “the aid we extend 
must be of a kind appropriate to 
the particular situation; it must 
be fitted into the responsibilities 
of others, and it must be within 
the prudent capabilities of our 
own resources.“ 

At the same time, Acheson said 
the Chinese people will be head- 
ed for “grave trouble” if their 
Communist rulers lead them ints 
“aggressive or subversive adven- 
tures” against neighboring coutie 
tries. 

Declaring that the Reds may 
use China as a base for new 
thrusts, Acheson said they would 
violate the United Nations Char- 
ter and “would violate the peace 
which the Charter was designed 
to preserve.” 

Speech Had Truman’s Approval. 

The Secretary's speech before 
San Francisco’s. Commonwe 
— bore the approval of P 


— Secretary Charles 
G. Ross, with Truman aboard the 
White House yacht Williamsburg 
en route to Florida, radio-tele- 
phoned reporters on an escort 
vessel that the President had read 
the Acheson text in advance and 
“thinks it a fine speech.”

hospitals. The American Medical Association, 
the American Hospital Association and the Pub- 
lie Health Association undoubtedly would offer 
their assistance. With such professional guidance, 
the whole question could be removed from politi- 
cal pressures. 

This is an opportunity for the White House 
to produce a co-ordinated federal hospital plan, 
which Congress has so far ignored or resisted.

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Poor Tactics on, Parking 

Parking lot operators claim they would have 
to double parking fees, if the Board of Alder- 
men passes an ordinance to regulate the lots. 
This amounts to a threat, and it is poor tactics. 

Actually the proposed ordinance would not 
regulate rates. The operators could double 
parking prices easily enough, but the ordinance 
itself provides no excuse for them to do so. It 
would require reasonable lighting, clear posting 
of rates, barriers at sidewalks and dust-stoppage. 
These are minimum standards, and how do they 
justify doubling rates that in recent years have 
been doubled, and sometimes redoubled? :

Syngman Rhee’s regime in South Korea has 
always been embarrassing to its democratic 
sponsors.

and more embarrassing to the United States. 


With Russian-trained Communist troops in North | 


Korea menacing its very existence, South Korea 
is in a state of undeclared war, and is protect- 
ing itself with all sorts of repressive measures. 

The latest of these measures is the sentencing 
of 13 members of the Korean National Assembly 
to prison sentences ranging up to 10 years for 
having contacts with Communists. The two as- 
semblymen who received the maximum sentence 
testified that they confessed under torture, and 
the record of Syngman Rhee’s oppressions is. by 
now so black that their claims carry credibility. 
Most embarrassing of all, perhaps, the prosecu- 
tion hammered at the defendants for supporting 
an Assembly resolution last year which re- 
quested the withdrawal of United States troops 
from Korea. 


It is becoming plainer daily that in President 
Syngman Rhee of Korea the United States is 
backing verycmuch the same kind of bungling 


of China. As long as conditions are allowed to 
go on as they are, South Korea will argue to 
Asia that the United States does not really be- 
lieve its democratic pretensions—that what it 
really’ believes is exemplified in the Syngman 
Rhee administration at Seoul. 

If the United States gave South Korea the 
kind of support that convinced the North Korean 
Communists and their Russian masters that they 
were never going to be able to take it over, 
Syngman Rhee would not feel driven to re- 
pressive measures. If the United States then 
made it plain to Mr. Rhee’ that he would have 
to deserve its support if he continued to get it, 
he would feel impelled to democratize his 
regime. 

Unless the United States is determined to 
start acting along these lines, it will only hurt 
itself by its continued association in the minds 
of the world with the Seoul Administration.

Publishers keep talking about two-party system yet they have de- 
veloped one-party press, writer contends; thinks newspapers moved 
to right while voters went to left; says there is less difference of 
political opinion among American dailies today than ever before.

But there has been less written about the 
growing divergence between the political 
complexion of Congress and that of the 
papers back home. 

For example, in Rhode Island, where I 
worked 20 years ago, the congressional 
delegation was left solidly Republican by 
the election of 1930. The strong papers 
of the state were also Republican; there 
was one relatively feeble Democratic or- 
gan, the Providence News. 

Today the delegation is solidly Fair 
Deal Democratic, but the News is no more, 
and all the newspapers in the state are 
Republican. The same thing has happened 
in many another region.

Pope Pius X. not a brilliant 
mind, but a saintly pastor of souls, 
died from a broken heart- shortly 
after the outbreak of the world 
war in August 1914. His successor 
was Benedict XV, who as Cardinal 
della Chiesa had been both Gas- 
parri’s and Pacelli’s immediate su- 
perior. He nominated Cardinal 
Gasparri his secretary of state. 
Msgr. Pacelli became head of the 
Congregation for Extraordinary 
Ecclesiastical Affairs. 

In December 1914 Benedict put 
proposals before the French and 
German governments to exchange 
those prisoners of war who were 
unfit for further military service. 
Thirty thousand were thus cleared 
through Swiss territory. There- 
upon the Pope suggested the re- 
turn of civilians too young or too 
old for active service; 3000 Bel- 
gians and 20,000 French from the 
occupied areas were in conse- 
quence released by Germany, 
while 10,000 wounded soldiers of 
both camps, at his further initia- 
tive, were brought to Switzerland 
in December 1915 to recuperate. 

But the Pope’s aspirations went 
further. He was biding the op- 
portune moment for an interven- 
tion on a much greater scale in 


the cause of peace. At the end | 


of April 1917 he placed Eugenio 
Pacelli at the most advanced post 
in his scheme, that of papal nun-
